rOEEWORD. 


A  Complete  Table  of  California  Oases,  both  State  and  :ggderal,  is  herewith 
presented  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  State.  AU  possible  care  has 
been  exercised  to  the  end  that  this  Table  of  Cases  shall  be  accurate,  complete  and 
satisfactory.  Each  title  appearing  in  the  Digest  Wiua  carefully  cut  from  the  galley 
proofs,  pasted  on  a  slip  of  paper,  and  these  slips  carefully  checked  over  by  the 
run-off,  to  guard  against  oversight  and  omissions  of  either  cases  or  titles  to  which 
cited. 

Some  appreciation  of  the  amount  of  the  labor  involved,  as  well  as  of  the 
extreme  care  that  had  to  be  exercised,  will  arise  when  it  is  known  that  there  were 
over  390,000  slips,  direct  and  reverse,  from  which  this  Table  of  Cases  is  made; 
that  all  of  these  slips  were  required  to  be  handled  three  times,  and  the  majority 
of  them  seven  times,  before  being  sent  to  the  printer,  and  that  seven  persons 
labored  at  the  task. 

Arrangement  Under  the  Letters  varies  somewhat  from  arrangements  usually 
found  in  a  Table  of  Cases,  and  it  is  thought  that  this  change  will  materially  add 
to  convenience  in  the  use  of  this  Table  of  Cases.  For  instance :  The  **Mc's"  are 
arranged  at  the  beginning  of  the  letter  ''M,"  the  "O'B's,"  **0'D's,"  etc.,  are 
arranged  at  the  beginning  of  the  letter  '*0."  ''Estate  of,"  '*Ex  parte,"  ''In 
re,"  "Matter  of,"  all  follow  the  name  of  the  decedent  or  of  the  party  to  the  suit, 
and  are  arranged,  in  the  order  given,  at  the  beginning  of  the  particular  name  of 
the  decedent  or  the  party  and  before  titles  in  which  a  '*v."  occurs.  All  cases 
of  "People  ex  rel."  are  collected  under  "People,"  and  at  the  end  of  that  title; 
L  e.,  after  all  titles  of  simply  "People  v." 

It  has  been  the  object  to  make  this  Table  as  nearly  absolutely  alphabetical 
as  practicable;  and  to  accomplish  this  object  such  titles  as  "City  of  Oakland," 
"Mayor  of  City  of  Oakland,"  and  the  like  designation  of  cities  and  towns  are 
printed  in  this  Table  of  Cases,  "Oakland,  City  of,"  etc. 

Ctoographical  Designations  in  an  official  title  being  without  intrinsic  merit, 
are  generally  omitted.  Where  the  Superior  Court  is  made  defendant  in  a  pro- 
ceeding, it  is  immaterial  in  what  county  that  court  is  sitting,  and  the  county  is 
therefore  omitted,  and  the  case — ^in  the  reverse  table — ^is  classified  under  Superior 
Court.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  any  particular  county  is  simply  the 
authorized  agent  and  representative  of  that  county;  and  where  a  case  is  officially 
entitled  "Board  of  Supervisors  of,"  naming  the  county,  the  action  is  by  or 
against  the  county,  and  not  by  or  against  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  a  body 
or  as  individuals;  for  this  reason,  "Board  of  Supervisors  of"  is  omitted,  and 
the  name  of  the  county  alone  is  given.    Other  official  titles  are  similarly  treated. 

This  being  understood,  no  confusion  can  result  from  the  elimination  from 
cumbersome  official  titles  of  cases  those  portions  which  are  purely  formal  and 
meritless. 

Citations  of  California  Oases  in  Any  and  AH  Annotations  in  either  of  the 
leading  series  9f  Selected  and  Annotated  Cases,  including  the  American  Decisions, 
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American  Reports,  American  State  Reports,  and  Annotated  Cases  (both  series)", 
are  collected  immediately  under  the  title  of  the  case  in  this  Table  of  Cases,  and 
following  the  black-faced  abbreviation  "Anno."  This,  it  is  thought,  will  prove 
an  added  valuable  feature,  because  of  the  fact  that  it  will  at  once  point  the  way 
to  a  large  body  of  cases,  collected  by  trained  searchers,  which  discuss  the  particu- 
lar point  of  law.  It  was  found  impracticable  to  indicate,  in  any  instance,  the 
particular  law  point  to  which  the  case  wfls  cited ;  but  this  omission  will  in  no  way 
impair  the  value  of  these  added  references  as  a  ''working  tool''  for  the  industrious 
lawyer. 

Calif omia  Oases  Carried  to  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  Federal 
Courts  have  been  collected  in  a  supplemental  Table  of  Cases,  for  the  convenience 
of  such  members  of  the  Bench  and  Bar  as  may  wish  to  trace  the  history  of  any 
particular  California  State  case,  and  to  ascertain  just  what  disposition  was  made 
of  it  in  the  United  States  Supreme  Court.
